Kvitt* 
states that Austin wa* put on a Cotton 
Belt train at Bird’s Point. Mo., with a 
ticket to Vicksburg, and the suppiadtion 
i* that lie readied here by way of 
Shreveport, or Monroe. The officer ia 
-ontbleiit that the assailant* of Auatin 
•an Is* located when the time come*. At 
present the patient i* in a precarious 
condition and hi* recovery is exceedingly 
doubtful. Austin i* well known in Pa- 
ducah. where lie belong* to a number oi 
order*, and has a wife and several chil-

Engineer Ed wards pulled the accom- 
modation train between Fulton and 
Memphis und hud licen running on a 
small engine. Yesterday he was given 
a larger type of locomotive to run and 
while leaning out of hi* cab window 
watching a hot box lie pasaed the mail 
crane which struck him in the head, 
breaking hi* jaw and akull. 

He bud overlooked the fact that the 
engine was larger and the cab protruded 
further out than the one be had been 
u*c«l to, and to this is attributed the ac- 
cident. Edward*, after being atruck. 
wa* taken back to Fulton. Ky.. where he 
has been residing, and where every med- 
ical attention was given him. Imt lit 
died two hour* after the accident.
